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New sixteen-inch coast Buns are
now being constructed at the U. 8.
Eovernment arsenal at Waterviiet, N,
Y., for the new fortress at Cape
Henry, Va., and for the new Los An-
geles fortifications. These guns will
welgh 127 tons each. They will fire
projectiles  welghing 2,400 pounds,
which will have a muzzlevelocity of
2,150 feet per secohd and be capable
of plercing 46.4 inches of armor plate
2 tthe muzzle. At an elevation of
fonty-five degrees these new guns
will shoot over tifty miles. Such a
range would not be effective, howaver,
&nd would never he attempted cliier
in practfe or In actusl warfare. All
of our .oast guns are set in thelr car-

riages to fire at an angle of fifteen
degrees. The greater elevations are
used only for moriars.

At the present time the only gix-
teen-inch guna the United “tates has
are statloned at Sandy Hnok. Ex-
cept for these defenses of
Harbor, according to General W. W.
Wotherspoon, chief of staff of the
United States armmy, a modern battle-
ship earrying fifteen-inch Buns could
stand off a mile and a half beyona
the range of any American fortifi-
cation and batter it to pleces. It was
this impressive fact that caused our
war department to declde on sixteen-
inch guns as the future armament of
our fortifications.
